I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  annual  report  on  the 
state  of  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Urban  District  of  Bedworth  for 
1961. 


Following  the  delegation  of  Health  and  Welfare  functions  to  the 
Borough  of  Nuneaton,  Dr.  Dison  yoiir  Medical  Officer  of  Health  resigned 
following  his  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  that  Authority. 

I am  sure  that  you  will  wish  him  well  in  his  new  appointment. 

From  the  1st  of  April,  1961,  the  North  Eastern  Health  Administrative 
Area  of  lAfarwickshire,  which  had  included  the  Borough  of  Nimeaton  was 
dissolved  and  a new  Area  - the  Atherstone/Eedworth  Area  - formed. 

Although  the  two  constituent  authorities  are  not  contiguous,  no 
administrative  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  the  short  time  that 
it  has  been  in  operation. 

The  Registrar  Generals  estimated  population  of  the  Urban  District 
for  1961  was  32,160.  During  the  year  651  babies  were  born.  Of  these  12 
died  before  reaching  their  first  birthday,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate 
of  18.4  vrbich  v;as  below  the  national  average  of  22. 

All  these  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity  or  congenital  malformations 
which  despite  the  advances  it  is  impossible  to  avoid. 

Among  the  395  deaths  reported,  11  were  due  to  carcinoma  of  the  lung.

I am  sure  that  you  will  wish  him  well  in  his  new  appointment. 

Prom  the  1st  of  April,  1961,  the  North  Eastern  Health  Administrative 
Area  of  lAfarwickshire,  which  had  included  the  Borough  of  Nuneaton  was 
dissolved  and  a new  Area  - the  Atherstone/Bedworth  Area  - formed. 

Although  the  two  constituent  authorities  are  not  contiguous,  no 
administrative  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  the  short  time  that 
it  has  been  in  operation. 

The  Registrar  Generals  estimated  population  of  the  Urban  District 
for  1961  was  32,160.

Among  the  395  deaths  reported,  11  were  due  to  carcinoma  of  the  lung. 

Year  by  year  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  continues  to  increase 
and  it  is  common  knowledge  that  there  is  an  association  between  this  condition 
and  the  smoking  of  cigarettes. 

Evidence  is  also  accumulating  which  suggests  that  atmospheric  pollution 
may  also  be  an  important  factor  in  contributing  towards  this  increase.  There 
is  little  doubt  that  atmiospheric  pollution  can  give  rise  to  other  diseases 
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of  the  respiratory  tract  such  as  chronic  bronchitis  which  so  often  leads 
to  prolonged  periods  of  ill  health  and  suffering. 

For  some  years  now^  your  Council^  co-operating  with  other  authorities, 
have  been  maintaining  instruments  which  daily  record  the  degree  of 
atmospheric  pollution  at  selected  sites  in  the  Urban  District.  The  results 
so  obtained  are  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  where  it  is  hoped  that  the  information  obtained  may  ultimately 
assist  in  solving  this  problem. 

Your  appointed  members  and  officers  also  attend  the  various  meetings 
of  the  Warwickshire  Glean  Air  Council  where  they  are  kept  well  informed  on 
all  matters  appertaining  to  the  elimination  of  pollutants  from  the  atmosphere. 

Death’s  from  other  causes  generally  followed  the  pattern  of  previous 
years.  It  does  however  give  me  pleasure  to  report  that  during  the  year 
not  one  death  occurred  which  could  be  directly  attributed  to  tuberculosis. 
Although  the  death  rate  from  this  disease  has  been  decreasing  a.nnually, 
the  rujimber  of  notifications  of  new  cases,  has  not  shown  such  a marked  fall. 
Despite  the  advances  in  therapy  which  is  freely  available  there  are  still 
members  of  the  community  whom  suffering  from  tuberciiLosis  are  infecting 
others. 

Public  complacency  towards  this  disease  is  reflected  in  the  small 
numbers  who  attend  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  V7hen  it  visits  the  district. 

I cannot  emphasise  too  strongly  the  desirability  of  attending  the  unit  when 
it  visits  the  Area.  It  is  only  when  we  have  detected  and  treated  the 
infectious  cases  that  we  can  hope  to  reduce  the  number  of  new  notifications. 

Apart  from  the  usual  biennial  outbreak  of  measles  which  occurs  over  the 
whole  country  no  major  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  occurred. 

Once  again  the  Urban  District  was  free  of  Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year  the  day  to  day  routine  work  of  the  Department  continued 
imabated  and  generally  speaking  the  standard  of  health  and  hygiene  in  the 
Urban  District  has  been  satisfactory  and  some  progress  has  been  made. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  37-ou  for  your  support  and 
encouragement  and  express  my  appreciation  of  the  sup 'ort  and  assistance 
which  I have  received  from  Mr.  Deakin,  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectorate  and  colleagues  in  other  departments.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital, 
Coventry  undertakes  the  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water, 
ice  cream  and  food  also  in  connection  with  the  investigation  of  infectious 
diseases. 

The  City  of  Coventry  Laboratory  is  also  used  for  chemical  analysis. 

THE  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  General  Practitioners  Service  is  administered  by  the  Warwickshire 
Executive  Council.  There  are  eight  practises  in  the  district,  and  others 
living  outside  have  extended  their  activities  to  cover  parts  of  the  ‘ii strict. 

There  are  no  general  hospital  services  available  within  the  district, 
but  out  and  inpatient  facilities  are  provided  at  the  Nuneaton  and  Coventry 
Hospitals  which  are  administered  by  Group  20  Hospital  Management  Committee 
of  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
are  usually,  admitted  to  Whitley  Isolation  Hospital,  Coventry.  The  bed 
accommodation  for  Tuberculosis  patients  is  provided  mainly  at  Hertford  Hill 
Hospital,  near  Warwick,  and  other  hospitals  within  the  Birmingham  Region  are 
used.  Clinics  for  Tuberculosis  are  held  at  River sley  Park  Clinic,  Nuneaton 
and  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital. 

The  Warwickshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  School  Health  Service,  and  for  arrangements  for  Domiciliary  Nursing, 
Domestic  Helps,  Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  the  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young 
Children,  the  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care  and  the  Ambulance 
Service  as  laid  down  in  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 
With  the  exception  of  the  Ambulance  Service,  the  day  to  day  administration  of 
these  services  is  under  the  control  of,  the  Area  Medical  Officer,  Council 
Offices,  Bedworth, 

A full  account  of  the  Health  Services  provided  by  the  County  Council 
is  contained  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

A General  Purpose  Clinic  is  situated  at  Newtown: Road  adjacent  to  the 
Ambulance  Station,  Details  of  the  services  provided  are  given  as  follows.
